Forty years have now elapsed since the for- 
ion of the Massachusetts Missionary So- 
ciety; @ period in the progress of which more 
than a Whole generation of our fellow men 
jave passed away from a state of probation to 
the fiual judgment. At least one thousand 
willious of immortal beings bave lived, and 
died, and gone to the retributions of eternity, 
ince a few of our venerated fathers assembled 
rs this “city of our solemnities,” to determine 
what they and their children ought to do, to- 
ward the fullilment of the last injunction of the 
scending Redeemer.—The claims of the des- 
stute within the limits of Zion, and the per- 
ishing condition of hundreds of millions on 
Pagan ground, could be no longer disregarded, 
_— At first it seems not to have entered into the 
plan of the founders of this Society, to extend 
their operations, beyond the limits of the New 
Englund population; though that population 
had even then passed beyond the boundaries 
of New England, and was rapull fin up 
che northern and: Western parts of New York. 
Great things were not then anticipated; the 
wide expansion of our country’s limits, and 
the increasing claims of its ever-extending 
population, were not contemplated as within | 
ie range of probabilities, much less, as those 
veritable facts Which now meet our eyes, and 
fit our hearts with deep and all absorbing so- 
jicitude, —At that moment, scarcely a mission- 
ary society existed in the land.

MASS, SABBATIL SCHOOL SOCIETY. 
Abstract of the Seventh Annual Report. 
[Prepared fur the Beston Reaprider.) 

The Managers of the Massachusetts Sab- 
bath School Society, in presenting their sev- 
enth annual Report, would first of all record | 
their devout and humble gratitude for the di- 
vine guidance and favor with which all their 
labors have been accompanied, and for the 
kind providence with which the lives of all the 
officers of the Society have been watched over, 
during another year. ! 

For several mouths preceding the last anni- | 
versary, it will be remembered, a large num- 
ber of the schools connected with this Society, 
enjoyed seasons of revival. ‘The fruits of these 
revivals were very rich and abundant. Simi- 
lar seasons have also been enjoyed, to a con- 
siderable extent, during the lust year, amd es- 


upon the church, She is responsible for the 
right education of her own children, and, as 
fur as eiveumstances will allow, the right edu- 
cation of the young around her; and God has 
kindly raised up an institution well adapted to 
facilitate all ber labors. Aud this institution 
she ought to sustain. 

Avoct Crasses.—The adult department is 
becoming one of very great interest in many 
of our Sabbath Schools. The influence of its 
exercises Upon the members of that depart- 
ment, is found to be most happy in several re- 
spects, They are a source of mental improve- 
ment—the inemory, the judgment, the taste, 
and all the intellectual faculties are cultivated 
and strenghtened—and they prevent that entire 
neglect Of the mind, which the cares and busi- 
ness of the worki too often produce. ‘These 
exercises of the Sabbath School, if engaged in 
with zeal, will prove a better discipline to the 
mind, thin the weekly exercises of the best 
regulated Lyceum. This advantage alone, 4 
were there vo higher, should induce all to en- 
sage in this work, 

ut another happy and more important in- 
fluence of these exercises, upon the members 
of the adult apartment, is, they increase their 
know of the word of God, and impress 
i truas more deeply on their memories and 
hearts, and prepare them better to appreciate 
and understand the preaching of the gospel. 
They engage Christians in the benevolent 
work of aiding each other, as well as seeking 
their own benefit in searching the Scriptures. 
They promote sympathy and love, aud union 
of feeling in the household of faith. And they 
tend directly and powerfully to prevent luke- 
warmness and declension, and error and apos- 
é.3¥ in the church of Christ. 

The induence of the adult department is 
strongly felt, also, upon the younger members 
of the school, ‘The presence of parents and 
grandparents and other adult members of the 
church and congregation, gives to the Sabbath

will doubtless prove to be less than ¢ 4,000, be- 
sides something more than $1,000 subscribed 
for the Prize Essays on a Congress of Natious. 
If this meagre income be compared with what 
has been done, it may well be doubted wheth- 
er any enterprise of the kind was ever con- 
ducted with a more rigid economy. ‘To say 
nothing of three years’ hard labor performed 
by our agents, and the 700 lectures delivered; 
nothing of the large amount of important mat- 
ter prepared or procured by the Society for the 
daily, weekly and other periodical presses 
through the land; nothing of what we have 
done to bring the subject of a Congress of Na- 
tions before our national legislature, and the 
world;—to say nothing of these and other items 
of effort and expense, the bare printing of what 
has been by our instrumentality brought before 
the public through the press, would cost, at one 
mill a page, considerably more than all we 
have received. 

Our sole Object.—The events of the year 
have tended to render this more distinet’ and 
ettled in the public mind. Our eye has from 
the first been fixed on a single object; but, in 
consequeuce of being confounded with another 
movement somewhat novel in its character, 
and of being charged with holding principles 
hostile to civil government, if oot ta all human 
organizations, we have been obliged to pub- 
lish anew, and more widely than.ever  be- 
fore, that our only object as a Society is to 
PREVENT WAR BETWEEN NATIONS, and to put 
an end to the custom by introducing substitutes 
far more likely than the sword to guard their 
rights, and subserve their interests. 

Congress of Nations.—We insist on some 
permanent mode of reference as a substitute 
for war; and this mode, though we are not 
sticklers for the name, we have chosen to call 
a Congress of Nations. ‘The idea may have 
originated in ancient confederacies like the 
Amphyctionie Council,and the Achean League 
among the Greeks, but it received a new de- 
velopement in the combinations formed to car-

AMERICAN PEACE SOCIETY.

The past hus been a year both of trial and 
of prosperity to the cause of peace—of trial, 
from popular misconceptions of our object, 
from the want of pecuniary means, and from 
the tardiness with which the friends of God 


and man come to our active support; of pros- | 


perity inthe continued smiles of the God of 
peace on our efforts, in the favor with which 
our appeals have generally been received, in 
the growing disposition of the community to 
examine the subject, and in’ the influence 
which peace movements are obviously begin- 
hing to exert on the intercourse and welfare of 
nations. ‘The cause has been steadily gaining 
ground through Christendom; and events, ap- 
parently inauspicious, have been overruled for 
the furtherance of our object. Far too little 
has been done, yet more than during any pre- 
vious year, 

Foreign.—From France, where the Socicty

The work has 
been done by the inmates of the House of Cor- 
rection, with the aid of one or two master me- 
chanics, under the superintendence of one of 
the Directors. 

Asylum for poor Lunatics at Worcester 
Mass.—This is the first institution of the kind, 
and its results are highly important. The ex- 
ecllent report of the Superintendent and 'Trus- 
tees, contains a vast amount of useful intelli- 
gence, and statistical tables prepared with 
great labor, furnishing dates for ascertaining 
the causes and cures of insanity. As that Re- 
port was noticed in this paper, at the time of 
its publication, we shall now give only the fol- 
lowing statistics.

Connecticut.—T he same is true of this State, 
but the Governor, in his speech of May 1, 
1839, has again invited Legislative attention 
to the subject. 

New York.—There are four asylums for 
the Insane in this State. The Bloomingdale 
Asylum, seven miles from the city, liberally 
endowed by the State, accommodates about 
150 patients. Dr. White's Private Asylum at 
Hudson, receives about 50. Neither of these 
is limited to the poor. ‘The State Asylum, 
now building at Utica, is exclusively for the 
poor, and is destined to accommodate 1,000 pa- 
tients. ‘The total expense of building is esti- 
mated at $431,636, towards which $125,000 
has heen appropriated. Lastly, the Asylum 
on Blackwell’s Island, one wing of which, the 
only part as yet completed, will receive 200 
patients, 

New Jersey.—There is yet no Asylum in 
this State, but from the present aspect of 
things, this will not be long the ease. The 
Legislature have authorized an examination 
into the number and condition of the Insane 
through the State, the results of which are to 
be reported to then) at their next session. A 
committee of five persons has been appointed 
to undertake this examination, which, from 
their character, will no doubt be eonducted 
with accuracy and promptitude, 

Pennsylvania.—A committee appointed for 
the purpose of ascertaining the number of in- 
sane persons in this State, reported to the Leg- 
islature in Mareh, 18389. From this report it 
appears that information had been received 
from about half the counties in the State, and 
that in these 1,100 insane persons had been 
found. If the same proportion holds good in 
the other counties, the total of cases in the 
State willamount to 2.300. The report strong- 
ly urges the founding of an Asylum for this 
unfortunate class of persons, f 

Maryland.—The Legistature of this State 
have appropriated £50,000 for the relief of the 
Insane within their territory. It is proposed 
to convert the General Hospital at Baltimore, 
into an Asylum of this sort, for the accommo- 
dation, chiefly but not exclusively, of ,the poor 
among the Insane, , 

District of Columbia.—Since the death of 
Mr. Coyle, we have littl reason to expect that 
anything will be done for some time to come, 
for the relief of the Insane. 

Virginia.—There are two Asylums in this 
State, one at Williamsburg and one at Staun- 
ton. Both together will be sufficient to necom- 
modate 250 patients, when the contemplated 
enlargement in them shall have taken place. 

Ohio.—The institution in this State is mod- 
elled in its essential features on the plan of 
that at Worcester. ‘The east wing of the 
building is completed; the whole will accom- 
modate 150 patients. There have been al- 
ready expended $37,2380,15; and $3,068 more 
are required. Dr. Wim. M. Awl, a gentle- 
man eminently qualified, has received the ap- 
pointment of medical Superintendent. 

Kentucky.—Out of 176 patients who have 
been in the Asylum in this State during the 
past year, 16 have recovered, nine have eloped, 
and 29 have died. Since the opening of the 
institution, 690 patients have been admitted, 
301 discharged, and 267 have died. This ex- 
traordinary bill of mortality is the result partly 
of the prevalence of small pox and cholera, 
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AM. TRACT SOCIETY, BOSTON, 
Abstract of the Twenty-fifth Annual Report. 


[Prepared for the Boston Recorder.) 


Early in the year 1514, a few individuals 
were met together to cujoy the advantages of 
Christian intercourse, to enquire what 
they could do to advance the kingdom of their 
Redeemer. Some of this litthe company had been 
in the habit of purchasing small religious books, 
and distributing them as they had opportunity. 
This suggested the thought that a few choice 
religious books, printed in large editions, might 
be afforded to a few benevolent individuals at 
much less expense than the lithe books whieh 
they frequently purchased for gratuitous dis- 
tribution, and thus means might be in- 
duced to engage in doing good in this way. 
The plan was favo cowed, and exeit- 
ed much interest in the minds of those present 
It was mentioned to their fricnds, and made 
the subject of conversation a d serious reflec- 
tion, At length the propos 1 was made to 
form a sinall religions Tract Society, and the 
time for forming suc h Society agreed upon. 
Before that time bowever art ived, the interest 
in this object had spread so wide, and had be- 
come that a few 
ceeded in less than three months in: obtaining 
donations to the amount of nearly $3,000, and 
m publishing fifty "Tracts, amounting in all to 
300,000 copies, and making two volumes of 
300 pages each, Several friends to the enter- 
prise gave each a sum sufficient to print a 
large edition of a tract of his own choice. 
The Society was organized on the 23rd day of 
May, 1814, and to it they eommitted their en- 
terprise, so vigorously and suspiciously com- 
menced. By the previous enetgy and liberality 
of these Christian friends, the Society was ena- 
bled at once to enter upon the work for which it 
had been formed. Some of these early pion- 
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have annusily and liberally contributed 
it, and still live to re- 





The immediate object aimed at by those aagem- 
bled at that little meeting, seems simply to have 
been, supplying themselves and those around 
them with 2 good selection of cheap religious 
"Tracts for gratustous distribution. When this 
was done, and they advanced a step further, 
by organizing a ‘Tract Society, the object as 
stated in the First Annual Report, was simply 
to furnish « Depository of ‘Tracts, sufficient 
for the supply of all who might wish to pur- | 
chase, either for their own use, or for ebarita- 
ble di-trilution.

This So- 
ciety is now most harmoniously co-operating 
with that in publishing aod cireulating ‘Tracts 
in $3 different languages and dialects, spoken 
in almost every quarter of the globe, and in 
supplying our own country with the best books, | 
on practical and experimental religion. oO! 
the $176.594 paid by the present Society for 
the distrivution of Tracts in foreign ard | 
pagan lands, within the last eight years, this 
Society alone has paid $ 47,335 within the 
last seven years; and previous to 1832 it had 
paid $835.77 for this purpose. Of the one 
million eopies of bound volumes circulated 
in all parts of our country within the last five 
years, this Society has circulated more than 
200,000 copies. With these volumes, there has 
also gone forth from the Depository every year 
thousands of single Tracts, each designed and 
adapted to instruct and save sinful men. Ly eh} 
of the twenty-five annual Reports of the Soci-

FROM THE SANDWICH ISLANDS, 
The following letter was written by Rev. Mr. Coan, of 
the Sandwich Island Mission, to a friend in Auburn, 
N. Y. We copy it from the Juburn Recorder. 

(Ed. Herald. 

“(The work of God, which was somewhat 
distinct here some eighteen months ago, has 
been, during the past year, all-glorious. A 
constant divine energy bus attended the preach- 
ine of the word, and sinners have been crowd- 
ing the gates of life by thousands. I have 
been enabled during the past year to devote 
myself almost exclusively to preaching and to 
pastoral labors. God has made his word “ like 
the fire and like the hammer.’ ‘The great 
mass of people throughout the district, (100 
miles long,) have been aroused to inquiry, and 
to multitudes the gospel has become * the pow- 
er of God unto salvation.” Our congregation, 
which was less than 1,000 when we first came 


to Hilo, now numbers 4,000 or 5,000, and 
sometimes it swells to more than 6,000. Much 


of my time I spend intravelling through the 
district and in preaching the gospel in all the 
villages and hamlets of the people. On such 

tours, I usually preach from twenty to thirty 

times a week. At the station, | commonly 

preach 6 or 8 times weekly, beside the thon- 

sand nameless duties which press upon me as 
the watchman and shepherd of these benighted 
thousands. During the last year, the gospel 
bas been attended with such demonstrations of 
the spirit and of power, as I had never before 

witnessed, i. e. to such an extent, God has 

seemed to open the windows of heaven; ves, 
he has rent the heavens and come down, The? 
mountains have flowed down at his presence, 
and the hills have melted like wax before him. 

His hand has been strong, and his right hand 

high. Jesus has girded his sword 
thigh, in glory and in majesty. He rides 
srosperously, conquering and to conquer. | 

dis arrows are sharp in the hearts of his ene- 
mies, and the people fall under him. His 
name is dreadful among the heathen, and 

there is a trembling in the ranks of hell. To! 
this enslaved, sin-ruined people it is the year 
of Jubilee—the year of the right hand of the 
Most High. The law, as it bursts from the 
burning summit of Sinai, rolls over this people 
moa cloud which thickens and darkens, and 
thunders damnation; but the dear cross of Je- 
sus, lifted high amid the darkness and thunder 
and tempest, dispels the terrors and lushes the 
roar of vengeance. 

In trying to persuade these poor sinners “ by 
the terrors of the Lord,” my voice has been 
often Jost amid the sobs, wailings, and heaven- 
moving cries of the convicted, bursting forth 
from all parts of the assembly. Sometimes | 
during the time of prayer, the Holy Ghost 
keems to descend like a rushing, mighty wind. 
‘Tears flow in torrents. Converts pray with a 
power and importunity which seem to open all 
the windows of heaven, and sinners tremble as 
if they had heard the noise of the final judg-| 
ment. | have many stand or sit with| 
every muscle quivering upon their bones, until 
they fell helpless (not senseles=) upon the 
ground, or into the arms of their friends, 
Such are some of the sensible effects of the 
gospel, upow this rude and degraded people. |
